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SGA creates 

special 
committee

Student Senate approved 
a Special Committee for Stu- 
dent Support of Athletics by 
a vote of 47-0-0. The commit- 
tee will research possibilities 
for students to get involved 
with athletics and renovat- 
ing the current ICAT system, 
according to the agenda. An- 
drew Huschka, junior in in- 
dustrial engineering, said the 
committee will examine ICAT 
and find ways to get students 
directly involved with athlet- 
ics. 

Senators Piper Hoskins, 
senior in economics, and Jes- 
sica Schultz, senior in polit- 
ical science, presented new 
committee funding regula- 
tions that affect when and 
how much senate commit- 
tees can appropriate to stu- 
dent groups. The new reg- 
ulations would split the fis- 
cal year in half, giving both 
the fall and spring semesters 
equal funding. Hoskins said 
in previous years the h'rst- 
come-first-served rules of al- 
locations caused Senate com- 
mittees to withdraw from re- 
serves to fund spring events. 

Last year SGA had to cut 
approximately $10,000 at the 
end of the year, Schultz said, 
which heavily effected some 
spring events. The new reg- 
ulations aim at keeping com- 
mittees fiscally responsible 
without restricting their au- 
thority, she said. 

Also on Thursday, the 
Senate closed all FY 2008 ac- 
counts, transferring the excess 
$38,000 into the SGA reserve 
fund and passed a bill allocat- 
ing more than $1,100 to fund 
Cultural Harmony Week. 

David Allen, Honor & 
Integrity System director, gave 
a brief report on the status of 
the honors system. Allen said 
the success of the "program 
comes from the unique sys- 
tem that is governed by both 
faculty and students." Reports 
of violations decreased for 
the first time in 2006-07 and 
again in 2007-08. 

In 2005-06 a total of 170 
violations were reported, that 
number fell to 127 last year. 

"And this is when na- 
tional honor violations are in- 
creasing," Allen said, express- 
ing the success of the pro- 
gram. A full report is avail- 
able at http://www.k-state.

Heather Woods, junior in 
political science, was sworn 
in to fill a vacancy from the 
College of Arts and Scienc- 
es. Woods received the next 
highest vote total in the SGA 
elections that took place in 
March.

New iPods revealed, expected to be available in local stores soon

Apple Inc. revealed its 
new line of iPods Tuesday at 
a press conference. 

"The retailers and [the 
public] all found out at the 



same time," said Frank Beer, 
owner of the Manhattan Ra- 
dio Shack. "Apple is super 
secretive." 

According to the Apple 
Web site, the fourth genera- 
tion iPod Nano comes with 
a larger screen, side-panel

viewing, nine different col- 
ors, a shake-and-shuffle fea- 
ture and a lower price. 

The two-inch wide- 
screen can be tilted on its side 
for viewing album covers or 
full-length feature films and 
television programs down- 
loaded from computers. 

The Nano is available 
in silver, dark gray, purple, 
blue, green, yellow, orange, 
red and pink with 8- or 16- 
gigabyte storage capacity. 
The shake and shuffle allows 
quick song surfing by shak- 
ing the Nano to skip to a 
new song. 

The new Nano allows 
owners to listen to music, 
store pictures or watch vid- 
eos. It comes with a docking 
station for interfacing with 
home computers. The Nano 
starts at $149. 



The second-generation 
iPod Touch is contoured and 
1/3 -inch thick, making it the 
thinnest iPod. The Touch 
comes with a 3. 5 -inch wi- 
descreen, built-in speakers 
with volume control, move- 
ment response technology, 
built-in wireless Internet and 
a lower price tag. 

Like a video game con- 
troller, the movement tech- 
nology responds to how the 
user moves the iPod up and 
down and side to side. The 
wireless Internet allows a 
Touch owner to surf the In- 
ternet, check and send mes- 
sages on Facebook, view vid- 
eos on YouTube, get direc- 
tions and download music 
directly to the Touch with- 
out docking to a computer. 
The 8GB version costs $229 
- down from $249 - and the 



32GB version costs $399 - 
down from $499 last year. 

The iPod Classic is avail- 
able in black and has 120GB 
storage capacity. 

The new iPods come 
with the "Genius" option. 
This program generates play- 
lists based on what songs 
you listen to most often. The 
feature allows you to save 
the automatically generated 
playlist or return to the main 
menu. The new iPods still al- 
low users to create playlists 
by picking specific songs like 
the older versions. 

These iPods also can in- 
terface with a new set of ear- 
phones with a remote, allow- 
ing a user to adjust the vol- 
ume, pick songs, fast forward 
and rewind videos and re- 
cord voice messages. 

The "Genius" option is 



included in the new iPods, 
but the remote headphones 
must be purchased separate- 
ly for $79. 

The new iPods should 
be available in stores in a few 
weeks but can be purchased 
immediately on the Apple 
Web site. 

"I will have them as 
soon as they are available," 
Beer said. "They are proba- 
bly on their way to our ware- 
houses now." 

An associate at Best Buy 
said the store's product sup- 
ply is set by corporate exec- 
utives but said Best Buy will 
carry the new iPods as well. 

Associates at the In- 
state Student Union Com- 
puter Store declined to com- 
ment about the new iPods' 
features or whether they will 
stock them.

A former political ana- 
lyst for the Reagan admin- 
istration, and one of the 
most influential people in 
America's foreign policy, 
spoke about the impor- 
tance of the American 
people raising fresh ques- 
tions about political issues 
Thursday night. 

Dinesh D'Souza was 
born in India and came to 
America at the age of 17. He 
graduated from Dartmouth 
College with a degree in 
English. He has written 
critically acclaimed books 
like: "The End of Rac- 
ism" and "What's So Great 
about America." 

Douglas Shane and the 
K-State College Republi- 
cans organized D'Souza's 



visit. 

"We were really glad 
he was able to come and 
speak to us," said Shane, 
president of the College 
Republicans. 

D'Souza spoke on sev- 
eral topics that he thought 
most of the American pub- 
lic had a misguided view 
towards. 

Suicide bombers was 
one of the topics he 
touched on. A person who 
commits suicide does not 
want to live, he explained. 
A suicide bomber is a per- 
son who is willing to die 
for a cause worth dying 
for. 

"It's not that the attack- 
ers didn't love their life," 
D'Souza said. "They just 
hated America that much 
more." 

He also spoke of the 



misconceptions each 
American political party 
held of the Muslim popu- 
lation. He said the liberal 
party believes the Middle- 
Eastern Muslim population 
is upset because America 
is conquering their coun- 
tries. 

"If we are conquering 
all of the countries then 
how come we don't own 
them," D'Souza said. "We 
are trying to keep the most 
stable tyranny in power." 

The conservative party 
believes the Muslims hate 
democracy and science, he 
said. 

"This is untrue because 
over 80% of the attackers 
have been scientifically 
trained," D'Souza said. 
"Bin Ladin himself has a 
degree in engineering. 

"Also they want free 
elections because they 
believe they can actually 
win. Democracy is the in- 
strument of how the Mus- 
lims can come into power. 
America doesn't want this 
to happen because then 
1/4 of the world's oil would 
fall into the hands of bin 
Ladin and al-Qaida." 

D'Souza went on to talk 
about the events that led 
up to the Sept. 11 attacks. 
Radical Islam has been 
around for 80 years and 
they did not gain support 
until they gained control 
of Iran. 

"Radical Islamics 
planned three attacks on 
American targets. The re-

sponse to those attacks 
was so weak that bin La- 
din decided to bring the 
battle to U.S. soil." 

Finally, D'Souza spoke 
about the war in Iraq and 
how people were compar- 
ing it to Vietnam. 

"In Vietnam, we were 
fighting an army of over 1 
million soldiers and with- 
out using nuclear weap- 
ons there was no way we 
were going to win," he ex- 
plained. "In Iraq, we are 
only fighting the Sunis 
and insurgents, which only 
make up 20 percent of the 
population. Between hav- 



ing 80 percent of the Iraqi militarily." 



population supporting us 
and all of the American 
technology, wealth and 
power, there is no way we 
should lose this war." 

But there is only one 
way we can lose this war, 
he said. 

"America can lose this 
war if we lose it in the 
American population's 
mind," D'Souza said. "We 
must have the will power 
to see it through. Other- 
wise, the insurgents will 
wait for the impatience of 
the American people to ac- 
complish politically what 
they couldn't accomplish 



D'Souza warned that 
even though America 
should win this war, we do 
not want to end up with a 
situation that is worse than 
before. 

"We want to get rid of a 
bad guy, only if we're sure 
we don't end up with a 
worse guy." 

Kelly O'Neal, a Man- 
hattan resident, said he 
enjoyed D'Souza's speech. 

"I think for the most 
part his comments were 
on the mark," he said. "He 
just reinforced my beliefs 
that we are doing the right 
thing in Iraq."

Politicians' failures are result of people's 
too-high expectations, lack of self-reliance

We live in a tough, dog-eat-dog world 
where protection is hard to come by. How 
do we ensure our survival? 

Admittedly, in the United States, most 
of us aren't too worried about our day-to- 
day survival. Even so, health care, mortgag- 
es, job security, national security and retire- 
ment savings rank among concerns in these 
uncertain times. 

With all these fears to account for, we 
need a president who cares about the citi- 
zens of his or her country. 

Is President Bush this kind of presi- 
dent? There are two men likely to be the 
next president, Sen. John McCain and Sen. 
Barack Obama. It is important to consid- 
er if either of these men truly care about the 
average person. 

But is it even realistic to ask for the 
president to care about you? There are 300 
million Americans and only one president 
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of the United States. 

We ask too much of our politicians. 
They are elected to "serve and protect," not 
to curate and coddle. 

Because the electorate asks for more 
and more, candidates promise more and 
more. Government expands to meet the 
new goals set, and it either fails to reach the 
goals or creates unintended consequences. 

Now, it is a general rule that adding to 
government is much easier than removing 
from it. 

Constitutional theorist A. V. Dicey ex- 
plained a century ago, "The beneficial effect 
of state intervention, especially in the form 
of legislation, is direct, immediate, and so to 
speak, visible, while its evil effects are grad- 
ual and indirect and lie out of sight." 

On the other hand, if you remove a 
government program, someone is going to 
immediately suffer because they aren't get- 
ting the assistance they were before. 

Therefore, when goals aren't met, the 
decision is to expand funding to the pro- 
gram - not get rid of it. When unintend- 
ed consequences become manifest, anoth- 
er government program is set up to counter 
those effects. 

In the end, we end up with more gov- 
ernment, not less. The simple economic law 
of decreasing marginal benefit comes into 
play, and more money piped in means less 



bang for the buck. 

This isn't the fault of our legislators 
and president; they are all trying the best 
they can to do the most good with the least 
money. 

Neither presidential candidate is run- 
ning on a platform of increasing taxes and 
decreasing services for everyone. They 
might have different methods, but both 
want to improve this country and help the 
people herein. 

In the end, if the candidates are giving 
unrealistic expectations to the voters, we 
have no one to blame but ourselves. 

Politics is widely regarded as a dirty 
business, but is it really? Politicians are hu- 
man, for better or for worse, and with such 
an imperfect tool as government, we can't 
expect them to solve every want and need. 

The highest expectations we should 
ask for are for ourselves. Government is just 
as often the problem as the solution. 

Maybe we don't need the president to 
care about us. We just need him to let us be 
ourselves. 

It is a tough world, but if the govern- 
ment doesn't care about us, then we can 
make it on our own.

Student rides dirt bikes to unwind, explains craft

Tim Murry started riding his dad's old 
motorcycle when he was 10 years old. He 
grew up in the flat and open land of Gar- 
den City, Kan., where he could roll the 
bike out of his garage and straight into a 
field that doubled as a practice course. 

Murry, junior in geology, lives in Man- 
hattan with his wife, Alicia, and works at 
The Pathfinder, a bicycle retail and repair 
store on Poyntz Avenue. Though he must 
drive to the outskirts of town to find a suit- 
able course, he admits he is powerless to 
the addiction. 

He wore out his first motorcycle - a 
1971 Suzuki TS 50 - long ago, and now 
drives a lime-green 2004 KX 250 Kawa- 
saki at the Tuttle Creek Spillway and Mil- 



ford Lake, in addition to choice locations 
off the map like dry river beds and the oc- 
casional illegal course. 

With 12 years of dirt-biking experience 
under his helmet, Murry knows his terrain. 
While Manhattan has adequate space for 
him to burn off a day's steam, there are 
painful drawbacks he attributes to the 
Flint Hills. 

"The rocks here - limestone and shale 
- are a lot harder on the bike and harder 
on your body when you fall off," he said. 
"People don't realize how physical it is [to 
ride]. 

"You're throwing around a 250-pound 
bike that requires a lot of momentum to 
maneuver - and momentum is key. If you 
have enough momentum, you can climb 
stuff that is too steep to walk up. There 
are hills you can only climb if you use your 



hands for extra traction." 

He has a roster of injuries that illustrate 
a decade of hard falls on stoney earth. On 
that roster is a broken scapula and clavicle, 
a level-three concussion and two torn and 
dislocated shoulders. 

Not surprisingly, Murry' s favorite 
course is a sandy 700-acre island built spe- 
cifically for off-highway vehicles located 
in an Oklahoma state park. He said being 
thrown from a bike going 80 mph isn't as 
painful when he lands on sand rather than 
limestone. 

Though riding is simply a pastime for 
Murry, he said it's something that keeps 
him going and helps him relieve stress that 
comes from his busy everyday schedule. 

"It's a really good way to relieve stress," 
Murry said. "If I don't go at least twice a 
week, I tend to get grumpy." 



Volleyball team to be host to Varney's Kansas State Invitational

After opening its home 
schedule with a 3-1 victory 
over California State Bakers- 
field, the K-State volleyball 
team (7-1) will host the Var- 
ney's Kansas State Invitation- 
al this weekend at Ahearn 
Field House. 

The Wildcats, ranked No. 
19 in this week's American 
Volleyball Coaches Associa- 
tion poll, will begin tourna- 
ment play today with a 7 p.m. 
match against the University 
of Northern Iowa. 

UNI features three players 
that have tallied more than 
75 kills each this season, in- 
cluding middle blocker Asht- 
en Stelken, who has 79, and 
outside hitters Amy Sampson 
and Shannon Aschoff, who 
have 80 and 87, respectively. 

The Panthers are a perfect 
7-0 entering tournament play, 
including a 3-1 victory over 
K-State's Big 12 rival Iowa 
State on Wednesday. They 
have lost just two sets all sea- 



son. This will mark the 10th 
meeting between the squads, 
with K-State holding a 5-3-1 
advantage. 

Action will resume on Sat- 
urday when the Wildcats take 
the floor for a noon matchup 
against Cornell University. 

This will be the first meet- 
ing between the teams and 
the first action of the season 
for the Big Red. Cornell is the 
only team in the tournament 
field that didn't compete in 
the 2007 NCAA Tournament. 

The Wildcats will con- 
clude tournament play at 7 
p.m. Saturday when they take 
on 2007 Big South Confer- 
ence Champion Liberty Uni- 
versity. Like UNI, they will 
begin tournament play with a 
7-0 record. 

The team is led by middle 
blocker Chelaine McCa- 
rty and outside hitter Nicki 
Scripko, who have combined 
for 143 kills this season. The 
match will be the first be- 
tween the two schools. 

K-State enters the tourna- 
ment on a five-game winning 



streak, highlighted by a 4-0 
sweep at the Nike Portland 
Invitational on Sept. 4-6. Se- 
nior outside hitters Rita Lil- 
iom and Nataly Korobkova, 
who have accounted for 215 
total kills in the 2008 cam- 
paign, have paced the team. 

Junior middle blocker 
Kelsey Chipman, who was 
named the Big 12 Player of 
the Week on Monday, has 
also been a strong contribu- 
tor. She has accounted for 68 
kills this season, including 47 
in her last five matches. 

The AVCA had the Wild- 
cats listed at No. 14 in their 
preseason poll, but the team 
dropped six spots to No. 20 
after a 1-3 loss to Purdue on 
Aug. 30. 

The Wildcats have record- 
ed five wins since their sea- 
son's lone blemish and moved 
up to No. 19 in the poll re- 
leased on Monday. No other 
teams in the tournament field 
received votes in this week's 
poll.

K-State men's basketball team visits Fort Riley

Coach Frank Martin and his basketball team 
woke up bright and early Thursday morning for 
a day of remembrance and learning at Fort Ri- 
ley. 

After arriving on base a little after 7 a.m., the 
team took part in the Sept. 1 1 anniversary cer- 
emony and later tried on soldier uniforms, ex- 
perienced what a deployed soldier would with 
combat simulators and ended the day with a 
tour of several facilities, including Victory Park, 
which is dedicated to the First Infantry Divi- 
sion, more commonly known as the Big Red 
One. 

Coach Martin said he organized the event 
so his players could understand the rigor and 
stress of a soldier's life and also give them a dif- 
ferent perspective for their own problems. 



"They formed a relationship with young 
men their age who are getting ready to get de- 
ployed, and they are going to a foreign land and 
won't know whether their next step is going to 
be their last step," he said. "I wanted them to 
understand that." 

Martin said the experience was humbling to 
many of his players. 

"And after going through it, I think they 
were just amazed as to what the life of a soldier 
is all about and what they experience," he said. 

This was the first year the team has visited 
Fort Riley, but Martin said he has wanted to 
take his players there since he came to K-State 
in 2006. 

"It's something I've been meaning to instill 
since I got hired but just at first didn't know the 
news of how to do it and just didn't have much 
time to sit back and figure out how to organize 
it," he said.

It's been poked fun at 
by opposing fan bases, but 
coach Ron Prince has said 
all along the signing of this 
year's crop of junior college 
players was part of his plan. 

Many Wildcat fans want- 
ed to get their hands on 
this master plan and send it 
through the paper shredder. 

But the plan might be 
coming to fruition. 

When Prince came to In- 
state, the roster was in disar- 
ray. He was forced into play- 
ing true freshmen, and he 
redshirted only three players 
in his first season at K-State, 
a move that was questioned 
by the fans and media. 

It was rare to see a true 
freshman get on the field 
under legendary coach Bill 
Snyder. Wildcat fans had 
gotten accustomed to his 
methods, but Prince seemed 
to do the complete opposite 
of Snyder. 

But he really wasn't. He 
had no choice but to play his 
recruits immediately. 

Prince recognized all 
along that he needed to red- 
shirt players; his program 
just hadn't reached that 
point yet. 

Prince announced last 
week that he intends to place 
redshirts on junior offensive 
tackle Wade Weibert, junior 
offensive guard Zach Han- 
son, junior receiver Attrail 
Snipes and junior center 
Trevor Viers. 

Viers came to K-State out 
of Little River High School in 
Little River, Kan., but played 
immediately as a true fresh- 
man. With depth no longer 
an issue, Prince now has the 
opportunity to redshirt Viers 
and keep him in the program 
for five years. 

Prince's move to put the 
redshirts on these players is 
a long-term move and also 
a difficult one. They could 
have been solid contributors 
to this year's team, but Prince 
took the future into account 
as well. Weibert, for example, 
was thought to have a hold 
on a starting spot on the of- 
fensive line after the spring. 

Prince has recognized the 
importance of stability in a 
program. A primary reason 
for redshirting the junior col- 
lege players is so there is not 
an overhaul of graduating se- 
niors all at once. 

NCAA rules limit football 
programs to signing no more 
than 25 new players each year 
to scholarships. If things had 
stayed the way they were, the 
Wildcats would have had 32 
graduating scholarship play- 
ers in 2010, discounting ju- 
nior linebacker Josh Berard, 
who is out for the season 
with a knee injury. 

It would have left Prince 
and his staff with the inabil- 
ity to fill seven scholarships, 
meaning the maximum 
amount of scholarship play- 
ers on the roster would be 78, 
rather than the 85 allotted by 
the NCAA, putting them at a 
distinct disadvantage. 

K-State is only two games 
into the season, but so far, 
so good. The plan in place is 
working. The junior college 
players have meshed well 
with the returning Wildcats. 
It's tough to find many Wild- 
cat fans complaining about 
Aubrey Quarles, Brandon 
Banks or Blair Irvin at the 
moment. 

It's all about finding good 
football players. The focus 
shouldn't be about where 
they came from or their age 
- it should be about how 
they play the game.
